JOHN FINNEY, CONDUCTOR 


John Finney is regarded as a musician of great vitality and versatility 
in his work with several Boston-area ensembles. Since 1987, Mr. 
Finney has been conductor of the Heritage Chorale in Framingham, 
and has led that chorus in performances of such major works as 
Mendelssohn’s Elijah and Verdi’s Requiem.

Mr. Finney is Director of Music for the Wellesley 
Hills Congregational Church. He has been H&H Chorusmaster 
since 1990, and was named Associate Conductor in 1992, directing many of H&H’s 
Jordan Hall concerts and the 1997 performances of Handel’s Messiah at Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Finney is widely praised for his harpsichord and organ playing; he holds degrees in 
organ performance from the Oberlin College Conservatory of Music and The Boston 
Conservatory. He is on the faculty of The Boston Conservatory, and has recorded for 
Denon, Decca, and Nonesuch. 





JOSHUA REDMAN, SAXOPHONIST/BANDLEADER 


Known for his organic, fluid saxophone solos, Joshua Redman has 
been at the forefront of the jazz scene for several years. A graduate of 
Harvard University, Mr. Redman began his musical career in 1991, 
touring and recording with his father, Dewey Redman. He created 
a sensation that fall, after winning first prize in the Thelonious Monk 
Institute of Jazz saxophone competition. Mr. Redman has released 
six recordings and toured with such distinguished artists as Christian 


McBride, Pat Metheny, Charlie Haden, and Kevin Hays. An 


accomplished composer, he is also known for his innovative arrangements of jazz and rock

director and principal oboe of the New York Collegium, a new period orchestra and vocal 
ensemble which is based in New York City.

DANIEL STEPNER, VIOLINIST

summers, Mr. Stepner is Artistic Director of the Aston Magna Festival, a concert series in 
the Berkshire Mountains devoted to early music on period instruments.

JAzZ/BAROQUE: BRINGING BACK THE GROOVE 
Robert Mealy 


n the face of it, jazz and baroque 

music might not seem to have 

all that much to say to each 
other. On the one hand, jazz seems to be 
the music of pure spontaneity and 
effortless improvisation, with nothing to 
stop the flood of musical freedom. On 
the other, baroque music often gets the 
bad reputation of being nothing but 
motoric patterns stitched together 
mindlessly—hence those unjust jokes 
about Vivaldi writing the same concerto 
500 times. But the reality of these two 
vibrant art forms is very 
different, and in their play with 
convention and _ with 
improvisation, they're actually 
not so far apart as we might 
think. Even at its most free, 
jazz works in forms, and some 
of its most standard ones are 
not so far from those that 
structure a lot of baroque music. On the 
other side of the equation, baroque music 
rejoices in a couple of things that have 
many parallels with jazz. 

For one thing, the essence of baroque 
music is in its bass lines. When the "new 
music” that we now call "baroque" first 
started emerging in the early years of the 
seventeenth century, one of its defining 
characteristics was a new kind of 
opposition between bass and treble, 
instead of the equivalent lines of 
Renaissance polyphony. The bass line 
provides rhythm and harmony, with lots 
of people contributing to its realization, 
while a soloistic treble player soars 
overhead. Composers began to use a 
shorthand of numbers over the bass line 





to indicate the harmony to the chordal 
instruments that would play along. By 
the eighteenth century, the crowd of these 
basso continuo players had slimmed down 
from multiple theorboes, harps, organs, 
and lutes to a fairly standard setup of 
harpsichord or organ playing along with 
the cello. 

This "new music" meant that bass 
lines had a new, propulsive power in the 
ensemble: the harpsichord and cello 
become the drum and bass, in effect, 
driving the group along with their 
harmonicand rhythmic energy. 
In fact, one of the most powerful 
discoveries of the historically- 
performance 
movement has been to find just 


informed 


how propulsive baroque bass 
lines can be. The early music 


Coorg Frideric Handel movement brought back the 


groove to baroque music— 
which is only natural, since so much of 
this music is based on dance-forms. And 
on top of this swing, the soloist has room 
to improvise, particularly in the great 
baroque form of the concerto. 

The orchestra, after all, was one of the 
other great inventions of the baroque 
period, and the concerto was one of its 
indigenous forms; composers were 
fascinated by the possibilities of 
contrasting an individual against the 
group. The German composer Georg 
Muffat, who heard Corelli direct his new 
concerti grossi in Rome in the 1680's, 
thought that one of the most amazing 
things about this new music was the 
contrasts of solo and tutti, like the dramatic 
contrasts between dark and light called

Handel also heard 
Corelli's works when he came to Rome 
some twenty years later, and they inspired 
him to write his own Twelve Grand 
Concertos when he moved to England. 
This kind of concerto is less about 
individual virtuosity as it is about the 
relations between asmall group of soloists 
and the large band; the magnificent 
orchestrations of Duke Ellington are 
perhaps the twentieth-century equivalent. 
In the fifth of the Grand 
Concertos, Op.6 No.5, 
Handel plays with all 
kinds of conventions. 
The concerto opens 
witha French overture, 
the stylistic opposite to 
Corelli's world (Corelli 
had even told Handel 
once "but this music is 
in the French style—I 
don't understand it!"), while the second 
movement is a kind of quick passepied. 
Only in the third movement do we hear 
the language of Corelli, with its eloquent 
alternations between solo group and tutti. 
The last two movements, a brisk Allegro

which is really a concerto for orchestra, 
and a final Menuet with variations, don't 
feature the soloists at all—in fact, by the 
end, all the violins are playing the Menuet 
in unison. 

The other kind of concerto is the one 
we know much better today. This is the 
brilliant three-movement solo concerto 
perfected by Vivaldi around the beginning 
of the eighteenth century. The standard 
form of the Vivaldian concerto movement 
is actually a lot like a 
basic jazz form: the 
opening ritornello from 
the orchestra serves as 


returns after every solo 
episode (hence its 
name, the "little thing 
that returns"). Usually 
the first movement is 
the most developed, 
with a slow middle movement and a more 
straightforward fast movement (often in 
triple time) to close the work. 

Although Vivaldi was the most visible 
composer in this genre, he was hardly the 
only Italian to be writing them. His fellow 


Venetian Alessandro Marcello, brother to 
the more famous opera-writing Benedetto, 
published one of the finest solo oboe 
concertos of the baroque in 
1716, probably after having it 
performed in private concerts 
at the family palazzo (the 
Marcellos were distinguished, 
and very rich, Venetian 
nobility). Especially in the slow 
movement the oboe is offered 
wonderful opportunities to 
improvise around the melody: the music 
looks comparatively bare on the page, but 
that's because the performer was expected 
to contribute his or her own take on the 
tune. 

J.S. Bach got Vivaldi fever from one 
of his early employers, the young Duke 
Johann Ernst of Sachsen-Weimar, for 
whom he transcribed several Italian 
concertos (including the Marcello oboe

THE ORIGINS OF JAZZ/BAROQUE —

he two worlds of baroque music and jazz have occasionally intersected 

before, producing wonderful effects on both sides. After hearing jazz for 

the first time in New York in the '20s, the French composer Darius 
Milhaud used the great baroque form of the fugue to produce an amazing "jazz 
fugue’ for his ballet "La Création du Monde." And around the same time, the 
incredible guitarist Django Reinhardt recorded two versions of Bach's Double — 
Violin Concerto with his "Hot Club de France." One uses Bach's ritornello as a 
departure fora set of hard-swinging solos, while the other sticks to Bach's text, with 
Reinhardt providing one of the most driving continuo realizations ever heard.
